Repairing of Old Courthouse 
and Erection of Annex Is 
‘Only Method of Solving 
Care for County Business 


Admittedly reluctant to invest 
additional funds in erecting a 
courthouse annex, but perplexed 
as to a method of financing the 
purchase of a site for a new build- 
ing, the Board of Supervisors de- 
layed its decision in the issue on 
Monday. 


The supervisors announced that 
a conference with the courthouse 
advisory committee, named when 
the last bond issue was called, 
will probably be held during the 
week to discuss the proposed fin- 
ancing of a new site and the erec- 
tion of a new group of buildings 
on the unit plan. In any event, 
the supervisors explained, a store- 
foom for récords must be provided 
immediately. 

Property Owners Oppose Annex 

At the board conference Mon- 
day, a score of property owners, 
the majority of whom opposed the 
projected building of the annex, 
appeared when the courthouse is- 
sue came before the supervisors. 

Attorney Thomas J: Martin, who 
last week proposed court action 
to block the annex, urged the 
supervisors to call a mass meet- 
ing of property owners. He said 
that, in his opinion, the voters 
were not aware of the menace be- 


fore the zcounty in the old build- rs 


ing, 

“T do not believe,” he said, “that 
we should let @ menace stand as 
a monument of colossal indiffer- 
ence of a certain set of people.” 
He deplored the law requiring 
two-thirds majority vote to “pass 
a bond issue.”

Closing of Third Avenue and a General Change 
In the Industrial Section of the City Re- 
quested by Directors of Citrus Association; 
City Council Considers Various Details, and 
Will Announce Decision at Next Meeting 


of the Board. 


A change in the route or the 
closing of Third. Avenue to A 
Street and the erection of a $150,- 
000.00 packing house for the Up- 
land Citrus Association was seen 
in the request of Manager P. H. 
Norton of the Upland Citrus, when 
he appeared before the city coun- 
eil Monday night and reauested 
the city council to close Third 
Avenue from the north line of 
the present Upland Citrus prop 
erty to A Street, sell the street to 
the Upland Citrus, that the citrus 
association may build the propos- 
ed new packing house, taking in 
the property now owned and occu- 
pied by the Citrus Belt Milling 
Company, as well as the: property 
occupied by two residences to the 
north of the Citrus Belt Feed and 
Fuel plant on Third Avenue. 


For several years the U. C. A. 
has been in need of larger and 
more modern facilities, and in 
order to care for the increasing 
acreage seeking entrance in the 
Association, to put out fruit at 
a lower cost per box to the grow- 
er, and to do better work to meet’ 
the keen competition of other 
packing houses, a new house is 
absolutely necessary. Mer. Norton 
and the Board of Directors re- 
cently worked out the above plan 
and Monday night Mr. Norton pre- 
sented it to the city council for 
consideration, and indications are 
that the council will consent to 
the closing of the street, as the 
Upland Citrus either owns or has 
an option on all property fronting 
on the street. 

The new packing house will 
probably be puilt of either con- 
crete or hollow tile and when 
completed be one of the most 
modern houses in this section of 
the state. Lack of loading track- 
age has handicapped the Upland 
Citrus during the peak loads of 
each season and the proposed new 
house, with the greatly extended 
trackage, solves one of the big- 
gest problems that has confronted 
the board of directors of the Up- 
land Citrus Association in many 
years. The new property will ex- 
tend from Fourth Avenue on the 
east to the alley between Second 
Avenue and Third Avenue, making 
the property 4 block and a half 
long. 

Only a small part of the prop- 
erty to be purchased and now 
owned by the Upland Citrus is to 
be occupied by the new packing 
house, as the entire grounds will 
be 546 feet from Fourth Avenue 
on the east to the alley between 
Second and Third Avenues on the 
west, and 267 feet north from 
Third Avenue, Or to the rear of 
the lots facing Ninth Street. 

As a large space is necessary 
for the entrance of trucks and 
wagons to the unloading and load- 
ing departments of the new house, 
those desiring to enter A Street 
from Third Avenue can either #0 
to the east or west of the pack- 
ing house, as 4 paved roadway | 
will be built by the Citrus Asso- 
ciation. 

Final decision will be announced 
by the city council within a few 
days, as there are numerous prob- 
teams to be figured out between 
the directors of the Upland Citrus 
Association and the City Council. 
Third Avenue drainage is @ big 
problem, additional trackage facil- 
ities along A Street to serve both 
the Upland Lemon Growers Ass0- 
iation and the Upland Citrus is 
another, for not only will the 
Santa Fe have trackage but both 
packing institutions desire Pacific 
Plectric trackage along the south 
side of the houses as well. This 
means the shifting of the’ A Street 
roadway to the south, and the 
Santa Fe has consented to the 
use of a portion of their right-of- 
way in making the necessary 
change. 

For several months the Uplane 
Citrus Association has been con- 
sidering a new site and have a 
property south of the Santa Fe 
and west of Euclid, but as the as- 
sowation has always been an Up- 
land. irstitution—in fact the town 
was named after it—the directors 
desire it to remain within the con- 
Snes of the city, and the decision 
to confer with the eouncii on the 


‘labove plan was finally decided as 


the best plan for the association. 
and for the city. 

The city council session of Mon- 
day night was probably the long- 


est in many months, as it wae 
near midnight before members of 
the rouncil and city officials were 
snugly tucked in bed. 

Another problem before the 
council was the development of 
more water. The proposed pur- 
chase of eighty acres of land west 
of the city, which is objected to 
by water interests in Claremont 


and Pomona, was another feature 
of the meeting, new developments 
of the possible purchase of land 
to the east of the city being con- 
sidered. i

GEG GILLIAT 
PLEADS GUILT 


Cecil Gilliat, an Ontario youth 
and companion of Albert Wellborn 
in an attack on Peggy Colburn, 15 
years old, yesterday pleaded guilty 
before Superior Judge George R. 
Freeman of Riverside, and asked 
leniency. : 

Technically, Gilliat admitted an 
attack without force, an offense 
punishable by imprisonment in 
either the penitentiary or. the 
county jail. The plea, however, 
does not exclude an inquiry by 
the jurist as to whether force was 
used, the line drawn by the law 
between the more serious and 
lesser crimes. 

Evidence Like Wellborn Case_ 

Judge Freeman, sitting for Su- 
perior Judge Jesse Olney, who 
disqualified himself because he 
presided in the Wellborn case and 
was more or less familiar with 
the charges, fixed Nov. 24 as the 
date for hearing the plea for pro- 
bation. The jurist also assigned 
Probation Officer George Larmore 
to investigate the case. 

In the Wellborn case, a jury 
twice ignored Judge Olney’s in- 
structions to acquit the defendant 
and found him guilty of an as- 
sault with an intent to commit 
an attack.

Others 
issue them without question to ail who apply if they pay the 
fee and are willing, as in this case, to get up after midnight 
to be accommodating. This phase of the hasty marriage evil 
would be eliminated were the law to require that applications 
for marriage licenses be publishe and issuance of the license 
to be held up for five or-ten days, to give time for objections 
to be filed. Sueh‘a law has been urged in the various states

Briefly, the property owners 
by the decision must again pay 
their taxes because they paid 
the money to the-wrong county 
officials.

~|his name to be written in. 
More than $30,000 was misap- 
propriated during a five-year 
period. 

The county filed litigation 
against Berger and his bonds- 
men to. recover $16,000 in taxes 
misappropriated during his 
term of office. Berger and his 
bondsmen demurred to the 
complaint on the grounds that 
Berger, in the eyes of the law, 
was merely acting as agent for 
the’ property owners in ac- 
cepting taxes in his office as 
he was not the officer to which 
the payments should have been 
mate. 

Berger Won Two Suits 

In another suit, the county 
sought to place the responsibil-

Definite revival of businéss of a 
volume partially overcome the 
recession of mid-summer has been 
noted by the federal reserve board 
in the last six weeks. 


Although current production still 
ig considerably below the same 
period last year, the board called 
attention to important increase in 
|September and October over the 
volume of factory output in June, 
July and August. It expressed 
| natistaction that the recession, 
which dropped production in mid- 
summer to levels lower than at 
time sineb 1922 had not 
{brought about a further decline nm 
j the late summer months.

| The board’s views are markedly 
optimistic and lay stress on possi- 
bilities of the immediate future for 

a generally prosperous period. 

“Recent increases in 
activity from the low level prevail- 
| ing during the summer months,” 
‘the board said, “mark the first 
| substantial improvement in indus- 
try since early in the year. The 
recession during the first half of 
1924 which followed the rapid but 
| unsustained © recovery in. January, 
brought the volume of. production 
in basic industries by mid-summer 
to the lowest level since 1922. 
There was no further decline in 
July and August, and the increase 
in September regained about one- 
quarter of the preceding decline. 

“In agriculture, there has been 
a definite improvement in condi- 
tions as the result of good har- 
vests and a level of prices at crop 
marketing time above that of last 
year. The increased buying power 
of the farmers and the.fact that 
distribution of goods to the con- 
sumer was well maintained 
throughout the period of industrial 
recession in larger volume than 
current output have been factors 
in bringing about the recent ad- 
vance in industry and trade.” 

The pringjpal industries showing 
increases in production the 
period covered by the board’s sur- 
vey were iron, steel, textiles, coal, 
automobiles, rubber tires and 
leather. Other lines accomplished 
less in their advancés but nearly 
all showed characteristics of 
healthy expansion. 

Stocks stored last spring were 
greatly depleted in the summer 
months when production was low, 
the analysis showed, but it dis- 
closed, on the other hand, that 
there was steady buying by the 
consumer. As a result, the re- 
tailer now is in the market and 
is compelled to make substantial 
purchases in order to meet the 
calls of his trade. With the 
Christmas buying season of the 
consumer well under way, the de- 
mands of the retailer are expected 
to be more pressing in the next 


in 


month after which, obviously, will 
come the post-holiday seasonal 
drop. 


As for the farmer whose condi- 
tion has generally been recognized 
as improving steadily, the board 
called attention to the greater in- 
come he has received both from 
the better prices and greater yield 
than last year or for several years. 
Evidence of the improvement in 
the “cash position” of the farmer 
is given, the board found, in the 
continued and rapid liquidation of 
accumulated indebtedness at 
banks in the azricultural districts.

cFFKING ROUTE 
FOR AQUEDUCT 
THRU MOUNTAINS 


Four parties of engineers have 
been working under Chief Engi- 
neer William Mutholland for sev- 
eral months collecting topographi- 
cal data in the territory between 
the San Gabriel Valley and the 
San Jacinto Mountains. Survey- 
ors will continue on this work for 
several months, it is announced. 

In the section of the San Jacinto 
“Mountains where territory separ- 
ating the coast valleys from the 
Colorado rises to its highest al- 
titude, Mulholland is scheduled to 
devote considerable time in study- 
‘ng the most feasible and econom- 
ical method of conveying Colorado 
River water across the natural 
harrier. 

Under his direction several tun- 
nel routes through the mountains 
in the vicinity of San Gorgonia 
Pass have been surveyed by engi- 
neering parties. The selection of 
one.of these routes, or the deter- 
ménration upon an entirely different 
yheme to bring the Colorado 
River inte the Southern Culifornia 
hasin will be worked out by Mul- 
holland during a two weeks’ first 
hand investigating tour in which 
he is now engaged. 

Since the altitude at which the 
aqueduct will be brought over the 
San Jacinto Mountains and the 
point of intake on the Colorado 
River will be the two factors. that 
will, in a great measure, deter- 
mine the route of the water line, 
it is believed that Mulholland will 
center his attention particularly 
upon these features of the work 
while on his tour. 

Preliminary surveys for the pro- 
nosed aqueduct are rapidly  pro- 
gressing. Coincident to Mulhol- 
land’s visit to this portion of the 
project, the executive committee 
sf the Colorado _Rivyer Aqueduct 
Association was meeting in Los 
Angeles to formulate plans for 
the establishment of a huge water 
district embracing some 38 cities 
and towns desiring to secure 
water from the aqueduct. 

Indications are that every effort 
will be made to complete the topo- 
graphical survey at the earliest 
sossible date. The project is on 
such a gigantic scale, however, 
that Mulholland emphasized that 
he will not be ready to make his 
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final recommendations on a route 
until every possible phase of the 
problem hag been studied thor- 
oughly. 
Several sites have been named 
by his engineers as suitable for in- 
take on the Colorado. ft is not 
known whether one of these sites 
will be chosen or an entirely new 
system for diversion into the aqué- 
duct be developed. 
It is admitted by Mulholland, 
however, that all towns and com- 
munities between the coast and 
the river will be favored as much 
as possible. There is no reason,

WINDOW GARDENS 
By United Bonded Contractors’ Ass’n 


There is nothing which makes a home 
more attractive and inviting than well 
shaped, flower filled window boxes. 


They not only lend the needed touch of 
color but they break up the blankness of 
the wall and cause the house to blend 
harmoniously with the landscape, mak- 
ing it look as though it belonged there. 


This is the age of harmony and artis- 
tic blending in house decorations, so do 
not overlook the fact that the boxes 
should match the windows. : 


For tall, narrow windows which re- 
quire a decorative note, use a basket box 
which is made of woven wire and holds 
a tin container for the soil. 

Do not plant long, 
will overhang the sides, as this will ac- 
centuate the tallness and narrowness of 
the windows. 

If a really ornate window tes 3 is de- 
sired, have one made of wrought rou 
with scrolls extending from each side 
and use supporting brackets of scroll de- 
sign. 

It may be painted black and gilded or 
merely left as it is. “This fixture would 
be permanent. 

If the house is to be of stucco, per- 
manent boxes may be constructed while 
it is being built. 

Attach the box securely to the window 
and have it stucco covered, but be sure 
to insert tiny pipes in the bottom so that 


the water may drain properly, otherwise ~

Such a box may be made colorful by 
facing it with various colored tiles 
around the top. 

A very novel arrangement is a box 
with two compartments. The front com- 
partment to hold the soil and the back 
one for water. 

Plants with no biossoms, such as vines 
and foliage, may be placed in front, 
while brilliantly colored cut flowers may 
be kept in the back compartment all the 
year round, or laurel instead of the cut 
flowers may be used in the winter.

The trellis originated from a desire 
for privacy but has become a distin- 
guishing feature of the exterior of the 
small home and its grounds. 

The simplest kind of trellis is the lat- 
tice sort easily constructed of lath, nail- 
ed on at right angles to each other, sev- 
eral inches apart, to 4-inch posts, and all 
painted cream or of a shade to harmonize 
correctly with the house, 

If the proper care is exercised in the 
construction, decoration and selection of 
flowers for the trellis it ean add an as- 
tonishing touch of cheer to the exterior 
of the most inexpensive and plainly 
built home.
